» westward, and the hub of this activity will 
be Chicago—the city most accessible. New 
territory will be opened and steamships will 
enter into competition with railroads, give 
ing the Western producer advantages that 
the Easterner never will have.” 
| The foregoing was the statement made 
yesterday by R. T. Crane, President of 
Crane company, which is one of the greatest 
| manufacturing concerns in the world. Mr. 
Crane belongs to the conservative class of 
business-men and possesses the absolute 
confidence of the city in which he has made 
his fortune and won his successes in the 
business world. He holds that no other 
city is possessed of the facilities with which 
Chicago is blessed. 


Mr. Gives His Views. 


The situation tn the labor world of Chi- 
cago has brought up the question of the 
city’s industrial future, and.some pessimists 
have looked with gloomy countenances on 
the federal returns, These matters were 
suggested to Mr. Crane at his summer home 
} at Lake Geneva yesterday, and the manu-

“‘ The removal of the general offices of two 
of the great companies to New York was not 
the forerunner ‘of a general exodus of great 
interests from the West. They desired to 
, consolidate their executive forces and trans- 
ferred their headquarters for that purpose. 
No matter what may develop in the future 
they will be compelled to maintain their 
factories. in the West. 

“ The*natural tendency of trade is to the 
West. I do not say it because I am a 
Western man, but because I realize the 
| truthfulness of the assertion as emphasized 
| by the growth of business in Chicago in the 
last few years. I recognize that New York 
has some advantages that we do not pos- 
sess, but they are insignificant in propor- 
tion to the great natural regources which 
have fallen to our lot. I repeat that Chi- 
cago will continue to be the home of fac- 
tories. 


Says Workmen Are Sensible. 


Mr. Crane spoke in an optimistic way of the 
labor troubles here. He believed they never 
would extend beyond the building trades or 
cause any alarm in other lines of business. 

“ The Chicago workman is pretty sensible,”’ 
said he, “and requires only fair treatment 
ordinarily to keep him contented. There 
has been. no controversy in recent years

settled without difficulty and since that time 
everything has gone on smoothly. The 
workman is not a menace to the factory 
here. The best men in the city may be 
secured, and once given steady employment 
in the factory there they will have reason 
to expect to be engaged the whole year, 
they ‘will devote their best energies to the 
interests of their employer.

“ Ratlroad rates are a factor that must 
not be overlooked in considering the ad- 
. vantages Chicago offers to the manufacturer 
or the wholesale merchant. The East can- 
not compete on Western business, and the 
future daqubtless will emphasize this fact 


vince manufacturers that this central city 
is the best disbursing point in the world. 

“ Another great field may be opened if the 
drainage canal is extended to the Mississip- 
pi River. Heretofore this section has been 
drained by the railroads and a large quan- 
‘tity of its products was diverted into other 
channels. A fhrough waterway will give 
the Southerners better rates than they have 
had, and there will be more inducement for 
them to direct their shipments northward 
instead of sending them to New York. I 
simply refer to this as one of the possibili- 
tiles of the future when water will be com-

Mr. Crane said while this will remain the 
great industrial center it also will continue 
the headquarters. from which all great po- 
litical battles will be directed.

BABY DIES IN COURT-ROOM | 


Mrs. ies Gloeckner Appears Before | 


Justice Martin to Proseeute Her 
Husband for Abandonment and In- 
fant’s Death Occurs in Its Aunt’s 
Arms—Kate Kane Rossi Announces 
That Lack of Food Is the Cause — 
Blames Court for Delay. 


After repeated attempts to secure from her | 
husband a little money with which to sup- 
port her child, Mrs. Charles Gloeckner ‘of, 
et stood before Justice Martin 
yesterday afternoon and told how she had , 
been deserted: The baby was in the court- 
room, too, a dying witness, in the arms of 
Mrs. Gloeckner’s sister. Kate Kane Rossi, 
who was representing the woman in the case 
against her husband, interrupted the pro- 
Ceedings of the court by rising and 
nouncing: 

“Your Honor, the baby has just died in 


this courtroom from starvation.” 


The sister fied from the room with the 
dead baby in her arms and took a street 
ear for home. The mother; overcome by the 
shock which this announcement gave her, 
was taken-care of by friends. Justice Mar- 
tin continued the case. Spectators in the 


courtroom got up and hurried away. 


Says It Died of Starvation. 

Mrs. Rosai says the baby died from star- 
vation and that it did so because the case 
had been/continued time after time for two 
weeks while she had pleaded with the. court 


‘to give the woman a little money that she 


might feed her child. The father had secured 


a continuance before Justice Prindiville and | 


had then taken a change of venue to Jus- 
tice Martin. In the meantime, ‘the mother 
was forced to live at the Harrison Street An- 
nex while her baby was in an orphan asylum. 
When she appeared in court yesterday she 
had just taken her baby back, a little as- 
sistance having been given her. . 

‘Mr. and Mrs. Gloeckner were married two 
years ago at the age of 17 years. They did 
not live together, each remaining at’ home. 
In Marck of this year the baby was born, 
and Mrs. Gloeckner says her husband paid 
$1 a week toward its support. A few weeks 
ago she and her mother were left by her 
father without support. Her husband 
ceased to give her money, and she was 
obliged to bring suit for abandonment. Then 


her mother was taken to St. Elizabeth's | 


Hospital, where she died last Sunday. 

At one of the previous court occasions, 
when the hearing was tponed, a number 
of people became interested in the case and 
ae a total of $1.25 for mother and 
child, 

Protests Against Continuance. 

“ On Tuesday,” said Mrs. Rossi last night, 
**I stood before Justice Martin and told 
him the urgency of the case. I said that un- 
less this woman were given some money her 
child would starve. When a continuance 
was asked for I begged him not to grant it 
unless he gave the woman some money. 
They said they wanted to bring Father 
Welch into court to show that the marriage 
was not legal. The continuance was granted, 

'“ The case was up again yesterday. While 
it was being argued I looked over to where 
Mrs. Gloeckner’s sister was sitting with the 
child. I saw her lft it up and press it 
against her cheek. Then she looked at me 
with an expression of terrot on her face, and 
beckoned to me, When I reached her side 
the baby was gasping in death. She was 
‘afraid of the effect it would have on her 
sister and hurried down to take a car. 

“ When I announced to the court that the 
child whs dead the husband laughed. In 
spite of the fact that the mother had just 
lost her child they wanted to go on then and 
finish the case. I asked for a continuance.” 


Delays of the Law. 
The history of Mrs. Gloeckner’s suit for 
the support of her child, Mrs. Rossi says, 


is typical of the process of justice in Chi- 


cago justice courts. The case was first 
heard by Justice Prindiville one week ago 
It was continued upon petition 
of the father to Monday and again until 
Tuesday. Then a change of venue was 
taken to Justice Martin's court. It was 
called before him on Tuesday when Mrs. 
Rossi pleaded against further delay. It 
was then continued until yesterday, when 
the child died. 
Wife Has Husband Arrested. 

Joseph H. Williams has been arrested on 
a charge of desertion preferred by his wife, 
Mrs. Cora Williams. The complaint states 


“Williams abandoned his wife shortly after 


the birth of their child, which is now 2 years 
old, and that he has not contributed to her 
support since.

The announce- 
ment was made just before the close of 
business today. 

Governor Shaw said that of the list of fifty- 
six members of the present Legislature 
which were said. by..the Cummins to 
favor the appointment of Cummins, only 
twenty-nine had indicated such a choice to 
him through the medium of the mails. | 

The Governor said eleven members had ap- . 
proached him personally in Cummins’ be- 
half, and he found in looking over the list 
that there were seven others who were so 
well known to favor the Des Moines man 
that it would be unfair not to count them. 

This ‘made forty-six Republican members 
of the Legislature, out of 116 in “all, who were 
known to favor Cummins, according to the 
Governor's count. 

In speaking of the pressure that had been 
brought to bear to secure the appointment of 
Cummins, the Governor said it was not true 
that he had, as a means of resisting and de- 
feating the overwhelming Cummins sentt- | 
ment, offered to delegate the power to Mr. 


‘Cummins to name the Senator, provided the 


latter would be satisfied to allow himself to 
be eliminated. He did say to them that a 
compromise candidate seemed necessary, 


‘and suggested that, if they could name one, 


he would be pleased to have them do so. 

Lively Contest Is Certain, ~

tion which he delivered on the death of the 
Emperor Theodostus in 395, declared that 
the Empress, known as St. Helena, made a 


jeweled crown of one of the nails used to | 


fasten Christ to the cross, and sent it to her 
son, Emperor Constantine the Great, who 


.placed it on his helmet. Constantine after- 


wards gave it to Pope Gregory the Great, 
who gave it to Theolinda, Queen of the 
Longobards, who in turn gave it to the 
Church of St. James at Monza, where it has 
ever since remained as one of the relics of 
the church save when used for coronation 
of various Emperors and Kings. Thus 
Charlemagne was crowned therewith by 
the Pope in the year 774, and it was used for 
the coronation of the Emperors Otto III.

The first Na- 
poleon likewise crowned himself with. the 
crown at Milan tn 1805, exclaiming “‘ God 
has given it to me, woe to whomsoever shall 
touch it.” Twice the crown was in danger of 
being lost, once when the Torrigian! Lords 


j of Milan pawned it in 1278 (it was not re- 


deemed until 1319), and once again when it 
was sent to Avignon in France during the 
exile of the papacy there. It was returned 
to Monza by Pope Clement VI. The crown 
now belongs to the kingdom of Italy, al- 
though intrusted to the guardianship of the 
chapter of the cathedral of Monza, which 
is forbidden by Italian law to abandon its 
possession even temporarily save on re- 
ceipt of a royal decree signed by the King 
and countersigned by one of the Cabinet 
Ministers.

GENERAL NEWS OF RAILWAYS. 


Chicago and Eastern Illinois Acquires | 
Leased Lines—Northwestern Harn- 
ings Show Falling Off for July. 


In his annual report to the stockholders | 
President Carpenter of the Chicago and 
Eastern Ilinols railroad company states that 
the mileage owned by the company was in-. 
creased during the fiscal year ended June 30,. 
1900, by the purchase of the Eastern Illinois 
and Missouri railroad, 62.50 miles, which was 
under construction and has since been com- 
pleted to Thebes, Ill.,.on the Mississippi 
River, connecting there with the St. Louis 
Southwestern railway. The mileage owned 


the Evansville, 
railway, 48.58 miles, and the Indiana Block 
Coal railroad, 12.62 miles. These properties 
had previously been operated under leise. 

A branch, ‘fifteen miles tn length, is now be- 
ing built from Cypress, a point in Johnson 
County, Iil., to Joppa, on the Ohio River, in 
Massac County, Til. 

The funded debt of the company has been 
increased during the year $1,926,000 by the 
issue of that amount of general consolidated 
and first mortgage 5 per cent coupon bonds. 
These bonds have been issued on account of 
new roads acquired. 

May Stop Trains Outside City. 

During the fiscal yeur the Chicago and 
Eastern Illinois purchased 120 acres of land 
at Dolton Junction, seventeen miles from 
the Chicago passenger depot (Dearborn sta-

There has already been ex- 
pended thereon, including the cost of the 
land, a total of $141,831. This purchase is 
thought to be wise in view of the probable 
tnerease of business, and because in the 
near future this company may stop all its 
main line trains outside of the elty and con- 
duct its business, within the city limits by 
engines specially adapted for that purpose.

apams EXPRESS OFFICIALS SAY 
THEY FEEL. CERTAIN. 


So Persons Contact with the 
$25,000 Money Package That Detec- 
tiv Are Confident of Locating the 
Man—Internal Evidence That 
Thieves Had Samples of Teller’s 
Writing—Employes Brought to Osi- 
and Closely Examined. 


Manager W: H. Damsel of the 
Adams Express company stated last night 
that the persons who stole the $25,000 in cur- 
rency which was sent from Chicago to Bur- 
lington, Ia., and substituted a dummy pack- 
age would be captured. He refused to di- 
vulge the evidence in his possession, but 


‘said he was certain the guilty persons would 


be caught. 

When asked whether the men under sur- 
veillance were employés of the company at 
Burlington, Ia., whom Ne and the detectives 
on the ¢ase examined Tuesday, Mr. Damsel 
refused toanswer. The detectives are equal- 
ly reticent. 

The best detectives of the Pinkerton agency 
are working on the case, and, because there 
were few persons-involved in the handling of 
the package, it ts expected that the thieves, 
clever though they may be, soon will be con- 
fronted with evidence of their guilt. 


Two Employes Closely Questioned, 

Two employés, Night Clerk Mercer and 
Driver ocum, of the Adams Express com- 
pany at Burlington, were brought to Chicago 
on Tuesday and closely examined as to their 
connection with the package. The package 
was in charge of Mercer for three hours and 
was delivered by him to Yocum, who con- 
veyed it to the National State Bank, to 
which it had been sent by the Commercial 
National Bank of Chicago. Other employés 
are being questioned, but the results of the 
examinations are clesely guarded by the offi- 
cilals. The detectives are doing the greater 


part of their work at Burlington, and this 


indicates their belief that the substitution 
of that end of the

Evidence that the man who made or en- | ¥ 


gineered the substitution of packages had a 
working model is shown in the fact that an 
attempt was made to copy the writing of the 
teller who addressed’ the original package. 
The result showed that the person who wrote 
the address on the bogus package was either 
a. poor forger or that his time was limited. 
He was however, careful, as the small pe- 
culilarities of the teller’s signature and his 
private identification marks in the address 
were crudely copied, The seals used on the 
worthless bundle were poor copies of the 
‘genuine. 
‘Recalls Another Big Robbery. 

“In some points the robbery is similar to the 
famous American Exchange Bank robbery, 
that occurred May 4, 1888. Two messengers 

of the bank were sent with a valise contain- 
ing $41,000 to be transmitted to the United 
States Treasury in Washington for redemp- 
tion. The messengers, Edward 8. Crawford 
and ‘“‘Dominie" Earle, were among the 
bank’s most trusted employés, and were fol- 
lowed by. the bank detective.; The next 
morning, when the package trom the bank 
was delivered in Washington, the expert- 
enced Treasury clerk who received it per- 
ceived from the condition of the package 
that something was wrong. On opening 


“tt it was found to contain nothing but slips 


of brown paper cut to the size of bank 
notes. A critical examination revealed the 
fact that another package had been substt- 
tuted for the genuine one, either at the bank, 
between the bank and the express office, or 
at the Treasury office. After many months 
of patient watching and waiting sufficient 
evidence was obtained to warrant the ar- 
rest of the trusted messenger, Crawford, 
who was convicted: of the robbery. After 
weeks of watching and preparation Craw- 
ford had managed to substitute a dummy 
package prepared for the occasion. It was 
done during a momerit of carelessness on 
the part of Earle, who wasinnocent. Craw- 
ford was captured in Honduras and was 
sentenced to a long term.in the penitentiary. 


Still Puzzled by Robbery.
